On October 16, Students 1 
Council approved a budget of 
$4720.49 for clubs and 
organizations in 1984-85. 

This figure is variable: 
decreased or rejected budgets 
may be appealed. Clubs who 
did not submit a budget by the 
September 26 deadline will not 
be funded by Students 1 Council. 

Treasurer Marie-Claude 
L apierre explained that clubs 
should be organized enough to 
have an executive and a

The South Afric a 
Committee's budget was 
rejected, as they have no 
constitution. 

Student 1 s Council disputed 
the Wildlife Society's figures 
on costs for speakers, phone 
calls, rental of Cafe Macadam 
and carry-over from last year's 
budget. A decision on this 
budget was postponed. 

Student's Council cut the 
Food Coop budget of $224 to 



$25, since the Coop failed to 
include membership fees input 
($5 per member). 

The Grad Booklet took a 
self-imposed reduction of $692 
(the mailing list is smaller), 
leaving $476. 

Other budgets approved 
are CUSO: $200, Agricultural 
Economics Club: $215, 
Ecolifestyles: $400, 
Photographic Society: $550. 

The Food Science 
Undergr aduate Society is not 

for the Oktoberfest party. 
This is to be repaid by the 
Venture Capital Fund. 

Lastly, but far from 
least, The Harvest received 
$1800 for printng, computer, 
and typist costs. An advance 
for membership in Canadian 
University Press is being 
considered.

TIPS FOR WRITING NEWSPAPER AND MAGAZINE ARTICLES

Remember that you are 
writing for students. Students 
spend a lot of their time 
reading textbooks full of long 
words, complicated, subtle 
arguments and long dreary 
sentences, paragraphs and 
chapters. When they pick up 
the school paper, they want 
something different. 

They want something 
easy to read, easy to 
understand, and refeshing. 
They don't want to find out 
what the writer is grinding so 
much as what is going on: 
timely, fresh information. 

Therefore, avoid 
meaningless political terms 
such as freedom, democracy, 
dictatorship, regime, left, 
right, communist, socialist, or 
imperialist unless absolutely 
necessary. If you want to 



convince someone of your 
point of view, constantly use 
examples. Don't write "the 
pollution in the St. Lawrence 
is shocking and disgusting 1 , 
write "Two million tons of 
untreated sewage are dumped 
into the St. Lawrence every 
day". 

Write in short, active 
sentences, using a minimum of 
adjectives. Write "John 
punched Jim" rather than "Jim 
was punched by John". 

Remember that you are 
writing for a very wide 
audience of different interests. 

Always explain and identify 
everything you discuss in your 
article. Always give peoples 1 
full names and full titles; 
always spell out acronyms. 

Write in short paragraphs. 

Remember that the first 



sentence is the most important 
in the story. If it is not 
interesting, people will not 
read your article, no matter 
how good or packed with facts 
it is. Newspaper articles do 
not need smooth transistions 
from one paragraph to the 
next, as do essays. 

Leave out "the reason for 
this was that", "because of the 
fact that" etc. 

Leave your own name out 
of the story, and leave out 
references to yourself unless 
you cannot avoid it. 

Don't start your piece off 
by giving your opinions, such 
as "South Africa is a 
repressive regime". Anyone 
who disagrees will immediately 
stop reading. Give facts, 
include convincing information 



and the principle arguments of 
the opposition, and make your 
pitch at the end. 

If you have interesting 
quotes from people or sources, 
include them. They lend your 
story colour and life. Often 
others will say it better than 
you can. 

Always rewrite 
bureaucratic lingo. "A 
committee has discussed the 
ramifications of his project 
and decided in a vote to 
suspend funding^ thus becomes 
"the committee voted to cut 
off funds".

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WORLD FOOD DAY FEEDBACK 

Differing opinions about solving the world food situation 



In the October issue of 
the Harvest, two articles were 
presented which offered 
differing views on how to 
solve the world food crisis. 
Both of these viewpoints I 
believe are simplistic and open 
to serious question. On page 
4, the article entitled "A 
World Food Bank: feeding the 
population crisis", took the 
basic position that since the 
source of the hunger problem 
is overpopulation, populations 
will drop back to the carrying 
capacity related to the 
country's food supply through 
"famine, disease and other 
population control measures". 
In case the reader is not sure 
of the writer's intention, we 
are later reminded that 
"starvation, the population 
normalization mechanism" is 
circumvented if emergency 
food supplies are provided 
through a "World Food Bank". 

The basic problem with 
the above argument, is that it 
assumes that overpopulation is 
the only cause of food 
shortage. If the lesson offered 
by the World Food Day 
commemoration is to be taken 
seriously, we must recognize 
the very complex nature of 
the factors causing hunger and 
famine. 

There is of course no 
simple solution to a problem 
with so many contributing 
factors, including social, 
economic, political, 
environmental and technical 
aspects. One illustration is 
related to the fact that many 
countries with serious food 
supply problems for their 
human populations; may be 
exporters of agricultural crops 
(sugar, tobacco, etc.) to the 
developed countries - with this 
export policy encouraged by 
the international monetary 
agencies (World Bank, IMF), 
and that food availability 
within a country is related to 
the ability of people to 
purchase it (poverty =hunger). 
We must also be careful to 
differentiate between the 
chronic situation of world 
hunger and the acute situation 
of famine and mass human 
starvation. 

Is our view of the world 
one of competing nations or 
will we be able to transcend 
selfish national interests and 



recognize the common element 
of the human race as part of 
one "international family". 

The second article in the 
October issue to be questioned 
was your page 1 headliner of 
"An alternative look at the 
world food situation". While I 
commend the authors on their 
attempt to present an 
all-embracing solution to world 
hunger (and all other human 
problems), we should be 
offered more concrete 
information as to how their 
long term Utopian solution can 
take place. The authors 
identify "fear" as one of the 
"main forces that may be 
stopping unanimous adoption of 
a sustainable lifestyle", but do 
not illustrate the exact nature 
of these fears - and thus their 
overcoming. I would thus take 
the liberty of identifying what 
I think some of these "fears" 
might be and would challenge 
the authors of the original 
article to propose specific 
actions as to how they might 
be overcome. 

My list of "fears" is as 
follows: 

Fear of the landowner 
that he will lose his land, 
prosperity and power base, 
because landless peasants 
require land to grow food and 
not export crops. Fear of 
politicians of all countries that 
they will lose their jobs, 
prosperity, and power base 
because of heir corruption and 
support of policies which result 
in unsustainable policies 
relating te development of 
agricultural and other natural 
resources. Fear of "Western 
Countries" that land reform 
programs in developing 
countries threatens their own 
so-called free market 
economies. Fear of the rich 
against the poor. Fear of the 
poor about the aims and 
policies of the rich. Are 
these some of the fears (with 
many more not listed), the 
solving of which will enable an 
"alternative" solution to the 
world food situation?

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Ragavervs speech at Macdonald

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INTERPRETATION 



At the request of the 
Macdonald South Africa 
Committee and CUSO 
Macdonald, on Wed. Sept. 19 
Professor Chengiah Ragaven 
(prof at Concordia) came to 
Macdonald College to speak 
about apartheid in South 
A frica and the -importance of 
boycotting companies which 
profit from that system. He 
spoke of the inhuman disgrace 
which the blacks have to 
endure daily in South Africa. 

One of the aspects he 
mentioned is the fact that 
blacks are brought up to 
believe that they are inferior 
to whites. If a black man 
meets a white man (not a 
black man) the black man 
must lower his eyes and greet 
the white man. It is not 
necessary for the white man 
to return the greeting. 

Only recently have blacks 
been allowed to hold teaching 
positions to teach black 
children. 

Professor Ragaven started 
his speech by telling us that 
blacks possess a cultural trait 
of being very hospitable. 
When the dutch sailors from 
Holland arrived shipwrecked on 
the beaches of South Africa 
300 years ago the South Africa 
natives greeted them with 
open arms and saved their 
lives by giving them shelter, 
food, and water and showing 
them how to survive on the 
land. Now the descendants of 
these very sailors have taken 
over the lives of the 
descendants of the black 
natives. What happened? The 
historical aspects shall be 
saved for another article. 
Most important is that what is 
happening now is an insult, a 
disgrace and a shame to the 
human race. 

The motives behind 
keeping the black South 
Africans oppressed is, of 
course, profit oriented. The 
South Africa white minority is 
simply thriving on the cheap 
labor of the blacks. They 
have the richest society in the 
world and have the best in 
arms to protect their precious 
status. Prof Ragaven said 
that they have the latest 
weaponry (purchased from 
European and North American 
countries including Quebec) 
placed in strategic spots all 
around the bantoustans where 
the blacks have been placed to 



live. The movie "The Last 
Grave at Dimbaza" which was 
shown right before the 
speaker, showed a scene of the 
blacks being moved to the 
bantustans (the driest and 
3oorest lands of the country). 

Prof Ragaven expressed 
his opinions against foreign 
investments because this is 
what makes it difficult for the 
blacks to achieve liberation 
and gives power to the white 
minority. There have been 
rebellions and plenty of black 
killings and murders. Blacks 
are never given a trial. 
Bantu, Stephen Biko, perhaps 
the most important black 
leader to have emerged in 
South Africa (S.A.) was 
tortured and killed by the 
Security Police in September 
1977. 

To finish off his speech, 
Prof Ragaven said M So please, 
we love you, but get out of 
our country. We love you, but 
stop investing in South Africa." 

Some of us might ask 
whether divesting from these 
companies would mean that 

our standard of living would be 
lowered. The answer to that 
is you're darn right it will. 
By divesting, we exert pressure 
on the North American 
companies that have 
investments in South African 
companies, to divest. Some of 
our parents may be earning a 
somewhat lower salary if it 
wasrft for the high rate of 
return these investments bring. 

But I ask you this: Wouldn't 
we prefer to have a slightly 
lower standard of living, than 
to knowingly get fat from 
cheating and downgrading our 
brothers and sisters? 
Professor Ragaven mentioned 
(very recently) that the Pope 
himself said that the rich are 
getting richer and the poor are 
getting poorer and that we 
must learn to share. 

The hearts of Macdonald 
College students have shown 
their warmth to our opressed 
South African brothers and 
sisters by voting a majority 
vote to continue to boycott 
Seagrams, Okeefe and 
Rothmans, and to divest from 
the Bank of Montreal (which 
we shall be doing this 
semester). Our little bit is 
the least we can do. 
Presently it only looks like a 
gesture but it's a darn qood

We had missed the set of 
Friday night lectures, but we 
made it up to the mountain 
early the next day. Hawk 
Mountain acts as a sort of 
funnel for tremendous 
migrations of hawks, falcons, 
ad vultures. It is actually just 
one peak on a ridge that 
extends north and south. If 
favorable winds meet the 
ridge, they create powerful 
updrafts, permitting the 
effortless circling migration 
characteristic of raptors, often 
in huge concentrated "kettles 11 . 

A little more than fifty 
years ago, hawks were thought 
evil beasts because they 
preyed on more cuddly 
animals. Such outdated 
attitudes prevailed last year
